Correct the Food 
Shortage

the Swiss system of rationing a year 
and a half ago, the present problem 
of tonnage would scarcely exist and 
they could afford to give the U-boats 
the Laugh. 
Take the national bread ticket as 
an example:

Geneva. 
A gendarme banded 
me 
a 
bread card witji 25 and 50 gram cou­ 
pons attached, good for 450 gram** of 
bread—the ration ter two days. 
This was the temporary card. W ith 
it was a printed slip railing attention 
to the police regulation that every one 
must register at the city hall wher­ 
ever he stops, within 24 hours after his 
arrival in 
Switzerland. 
When 
you 
register you leave your passport on 
deposit and in its place you are given 
a “control card" 
and 
a 
perm anent 
bread ticket containing coupons tor 
225 gratae of bread daily' for the re­ 
mainder of the month. 
Every man, 
woman ami child iii Switzerland haft 
his or her bread ticket. 
It is good alt 
over the country. At the end of your 
stay you redeem your 
passport 
by 
turning in the "control card.” How­ 
ever, you do not yield the bread ticket 
until you take the train to cross tho 
border 
Nothing could be more com­ 
plete than the Swiss system of broad 
rationing. 
If j'ou “keep house" other necessi­ 
ties are to be had in much the same 
way as bread. 
A universal ration book has been 
devised by the prelect of 
police 
a t 
Geneva, which will probably become 
the national book. 
Each leaf is di­ 
vided 
into 
minglers 
and 
lettered 
squares. 
For instance, the first leaf 
is pink, the squares numbered one to 
fifty and lettered with an “A.” 
The 
second is yellow, similarly numbered 
and stam en! with a "B" and so on. 
Some of these leaves are already in 
use;, representing milk, butter, lard, 
sugar, cheese, 
etc.

rem ainder 
are in reserve and at any time the 
canton of Gevena thinks it wise to ra­ 
tion its inhabitants on anything all 
that is necessary is to announce it in 
the space reserved in newspapers for 
ration announcements. 
"Beginning (much and such date) the 
gray leaf will regulate th© chocolate 
ration.

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LET JAPAN DO IT 


President Wilson probably 
has 
a 
good reason for giving only a nega­ 
tive assent to the proposed Japanese 
intervention in Eastern Siberia. 
But 
something 
has 
to 
be 
done 
about 
Siberia, and we say let Japan do it. 
There are said to be hundreds of 
millions of dollars’ worth of war ma­ 
terials 
and 
miscellaneous merchan­ 
dise, the property of the Allies or of 
American citizens, piled up at Vladi­ 
vostok and stored along tile eastern 
reaches of the Trans-Siberian Railway. 
Those supplies must 
be 
prevented 
from falling into Bolshevik hands, as 
long as the Bolshevik! refuse to de­ 
fend their country against its enemies 
and to fulfill their obligations to the 
Allies. 
It is still more intolerable that the 
supplies 
should 
fall 
into 
German 
hands. 
That is said to be an immi­ 
nent possibility. 
And such a misfor­ 
tune would mark merely the begin­ 
ning of an ambitious German plan of 
conquest looking to the extension of 
German commercial and political in­ 
fluence all the way from Berlin across 
the vast Eurasian continent 
to 
the 
Pacific ocean. 
It is believed that Germany is al­ 
ready embarking on -that imperial 
scheme, as 
her comparatively modest Berlin-to- 
Bagdad plan. German agents are said 
to be busy everywhere 
in 
Siberia, 
lining up trade, 
spreading 
German 
propaganda and preparing tile way 
for actual absorption of that great, 
rich, sparsely settled country which in 
so 
many 
ways 
resembles our own 
W est. 
A German empire reaching to the 
Pacific 
would 
give 
the 
Prussian 
menace a new lease of life and mag­ 
nify it enormously. Prussianism might 
indeed dominate the world, if it were 
allowed to survive 
this 
war 
and 
“organize" Russia and 
Siberia 
and 
gather strength for a generation be­ 
fore leaping again at the throat of 
civilization. 
It must be checked now, 
a t all hazards. 
We Americans, particularly, do not 
want Germany confronting us on the 
Pacific. 
Such 
a 
development could 
have but one result—a struggle to the 
death. 
The peril is now in its inception 
The snake can be scotched with com­ 
parative ease, lf necessary, we can 
help scotch it, and will be prepared to 
do so. 
But we do not want to meddle 
with Asia any more than we have to. 
Our foreign relations 
are 
becoming 
complicated enough, as m atters stand. 
Japan is on tile ground. Japan has a 
fleet and army ready, right at hand. 
Japan has a stronger motive than any 
other power 
for 
checking German 
aggression in that quarter 
of 
the 
world. 
It 
is 
Japan's job. 
There 
.should be no hesitation in letting her 
go ahead and do it 
And if, as a result, Japan should 
acquire more extensive interests in 
eastern Asia, we might 
do 
well to 
reconcile ourselves as gracefully as 
possible. 
If 
eastern 
Siberia 
can't 
control itself, it had far better be con­ 
trolled by Japan than by Germany.
